States is imminent, General Salvador 
Alvarado, one of the leaders in the 
Carranza movement throughout its 
course, has addressed an open let- 
ter to Carranza himself and Gen- 
erals Obregon and Gonzales in which 
he arraigns conditions in Mexico 
in scathing fashion. 

” Alvarado, who attracted attention 
of all the Pan-Americans for his 
administration in Yucatan, estimates 
that the present daily death list in 
the scattered fighting between fed- 
eral troops and rebels is one hun- 
dred a day. In Mexico city alone, 
he says, 8,000 children die each year 


for want of proper food and clothing | 


and shelter. 

Alvarado, after trying to make 
the radical theories of the new Mex- 
ican contitution work in actual 
practice, declares the system must 
be changed. He declares Mexico 
has passed from one extreme to an 
irresponsible, obstructionist con- 
gress, to the other—a despotic, cor- 
.rupting and ultra-personal presi- 
dential regime, without responsibil- 
“ity or legal restraint. He excoriates 
the administration of justice, charg- 
ing that justice is sold to the high- 
est bidder. 

The full text of Alvarado’s re- 
Mmarkable communication has just 
reached the state department where 
officials regard it es a sign that 
members of Carranza’s inner circle 
realize the danger. 

Drop Personal Politics. 

Alvarado urges Carranza, Obre- 
gon and Gonzales to drop personal

The 
European war is ended; the three 
most po zverful nations of the globe 
are our creditors and demand en 
early settlement of their accounts 
and in like manner they ask for suf- 
ficient guarantees for the lives and 
interests of their nationals. If we 
show ourselves incapable of comply- 
ing with our duties they will take 
over the task of guarding and pro- 
tecting these lives and interests and 
we know what that means.” 

League Principles for Mexico.

Men Forced to Stand at 
Attention for Hours and 
Beaten When They 
Sagged — “Hospital or 
Grave Only’ Way Out. a 


Camp Devens, Mass., September 5. 
—(Special.)—Appearing before a 
special board of inquiry, taking 
data for the congressional commit- 
tee at Washington, which is to hear 
the direct evidence later, Charles A. 
Mannering, of LaGrange, Georgia, 
this afternoon told his own story 
of the abusive and brutal attitude 
of “Hardboiled” Smith at Prison 
Farm No. 2, near Paris, where Smith 
was in charge. Mannering, who 
was originally in the Canadian 
army and transferred in 1917, com- 
pletely lost control of himself to- 
ward the end of his recital, so in- 
tense were his feelings. 

Speaking of his arrival in the 
camp, Mannering, who is a railroad 
brakeman formerly employed on the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Aflantiec 
railroad, stated: 

“They searched me and took out 
my mother’s picture, tore it up and 
threw it into a wastebasket. I 
said: “That’s my mother’s picture,’ 
and they said: ‘You can buy a 
bum ’s picture for a couple of francs 
and it will look just as good,” Man- 
nering asserted. 

“Hit/Me in Face.” 

“After I was searched a young ma- 
rine came up to me and smashed 
me in the face and said ‘Get into 
that room.” The smash made my 
nose bleed and I pulled down by 
hands to wipe it, whereupon he 
cracked me with his club. I rushed 
into the rogm and stopped inside 
the door. “One of the prisoners 
grabbed me and pulled me further 
into the room. 

“Nevéy stop on the deadline if 
you want to leave the room alive,’ 
he said. I saw men standing at at- 


-tention for three hours at a time 


and every time their muscles gave 
out under the strain and they sag- 
ged they were struck with a club. 

“I saw them drag two sergeants 


out of the room and make them do 
torturing exercises for 40 minutes 
and when they dropped they were 
beaten with clubs. One was clubbed 
so strenuously’ that they could not 
bring him to, so they dragged him 
away and we never saw him again. 
The boys said he died.

In the event that the United States 
should reject the treaty, this coun- 
try would become a virtual nonenity 
in the financial warld, declared the 
speaker.

Senate Committee Pro- 
posed Regulatory Legis- 


lation Would Strike 
Southern Stock Industry. 


By J. H. Benton. 
(Bs Constitutio: Leased Wire.) 

Washington, September i5.—De- 
velopment of the live stock indus- 
try in Georgia and of the southern 
States is rapijly leading to a vast 
increase in theywealth of the coun- 
try below the® Mason and. Dixon 
line, says C. B. Caldwell, secretary 
of the Colquitt County Chamber of 
Commerce, of Moultrie, Ga., who 
testified before the senatemuPrertl- 
tural committee, 

Mr. Caldwell appeared before the 
committee with a delegation of 
Georgians to present a iesolution 
of tne chamber’s board of dire.- 
tors. Instead of existing on “star- 
vation” cotton, Mr. Caldwell stated 
the south will, within the next few 
years, be reaping fat and continu- 
vous profits from the sale of live 
stock and meat products. His state- 
ment to the committee in part fo.- 
lows: 

“Cuc pest business men and farm- 
ers Who have studicd these bills be- 
lig¢ve that their passage would de- 
Stroy the initiative of the packer 
in the management of his business, 
curtail further expansion of tne 
packing industry in which the 
south is vitally interested and nre- 
vent further investment of capital 
in the pacliing plant in Moultrie, 
built-in 1914. The plant has his- 
tory. It was operated for a year as 
an independent plant and sustain- 
ed a small loss. The second year it 
got on a comparatively _ sels- 
Ssusiaining basis, but the business 
men of Moultrie and the farmers 
of Colquitt county realized the more 
they got mixed up in the packing 
house business it was a business 
too big for them and 
suaded Swift & Co. to take over 
the plant in 1917. Since that time 
this concern has invested a million 
doliars in developing the plant. 

Says Big Packers Helps. 

We consider the distributing fa- 
Cili:i-s of the big packers an im- 
pe*tant tactor in the development 
of the south. All the packing 
plants of the southeastern  terri- 
tory have been the direct out 
; _ Of the plant at Moultrie. 
[here is one at Chicola, Fla., one at 
Orange, 5S. C., one at Savannah, an- 
Other at Macon and one at Andalu- 


they per- 


sia, Ala., and others elsewhere. 


“We realize the takinz over of 
our plant by one of the hig pack- 
ers Was the iargest contributing 
factor in helping to swing the 
average farmer of the south away 
from the one crop, cotton system, 
and throwing him into the diversi- 
fied way of farming, in which he 
grows foodstuffs. 

“The federal farm demonstration 
bureau has tried to get the south- 
ern iarmer to break away from his 
old system. The first ten years 
they assisted the farmer to fight 
the boll weevil. The next ten years 
they encouraged him to break 
away from buying commercial fer- 
tilizers and grow such crops as 
would enrich the soil. The next 
step Was to try to persuade the 
farmer to get into the live stock 
business. But the farmer thought 
he hadn’t any market and could 
not see why he should raise cattle 
or hogs. The only market the 
farmer had for live stock in the 
cotton states was the local butcher. 
The butcher would buy a hog if it 
did not weigh over 50 pounds and 
half a dozen farmers could zlut tie 
local market. In fact, the first time 
in the history of that territory that 
a 200-pound packing hog was seen 
in the south was when the Colquitt 
county packing house opened its 
doors. The 1910 census showed in 
Coiguitt county approximately 34,- 
000 nogs valued at $74,000, or in 
rouna numbers $2.19 each. Today we 
have 150,000 hogs in Coiquitt coun- 
ty, valued at $15 apiece. 

“The point Il want to make to 
committee is that the pack- 
came along and finished out 
the work that the federal farm 
demonstration bureau had been do- 
ing for twenty years. 

Would Destroy Industry. 


“T feel that a regulatory measas- 
ure, such as now being considered 
by this committee. would destrov 
the tyrther development ofthe 
packinNe industry. And the develop- 
ment of the south depends largely 
upon the development of the pack- 
ers.”’ 

Senator Johnson asked Mr. Cald- 
well whether farmers in his district 
did not ship cattle before the estab- 
lishment of the packing house 
there. 

“No,” said Mr.- Caldwell, “there 
wasn’t much stock. The average 
farmer raised enough for his own 
supply, but there was enough meat 
lost in Georgia each year, through 
the absence of a market, to build 
a packing plant. We feel that we 
hav. about overcome the prejudice 
of the farmer who raised one crop 
ana bought his supply of food. We 
bought our meats from the fmorth 
and west or years and only 
through the establishment of the 
packing institution in our locaMty 
were we able to convince the aver- 
age tarmer that he could make his 
cotton crop more of a surplus crop. 
We convinced the farmers by. put- 
tinge money. in his pockets. 
he big packer who comes into 
south, this committee should 
is confronted with a num- 
ber of problems. The south has 
been growing oily, soft hogs, fed 
upon peanutS It is a fact that pea- 
nut-fed hogs are not: as valuable 
as corn-fed hogs. It is true there 
has been some complaints that 
southern farmers have not been re- 
ceiving ae good a price as the 
northern farmers. The peanut 
feeding is responsible. Peanuts pro- 
duce a poorer quality of meat than 
corn. The big peckers have been 
urging corn feeding and they pay 
better prices for the corn-fed ani- 
mals. Our farming in the south has 
been one of development and I can 
assure you the packer has been the 
most important factor in helping 
us.”’ 

Answering. questions by Senare, 
Kenyon, Mr. Caldwell said. there 
was strong competition in the 
na-kinge business in the south and 
that he saw no evidence that the

Secretary of State Says 
Theory of International- 
ism, Which Received Im- 
petus During War, Is 
Dangerous. 


5.—Secretary 
Lansing, before the American Bar 
association here today, in his first 
public speech since returning from 
the pease conference, gave a warn- 
ing that the theory of international- 
ism or “Mure@anism,” which received 
great impetus during the war, con- 
stituted a grave danger to world or- 
der, but expressed his conviction 
that democratic nationalism, as 
sanctioned by the peace conference, 
would survive as the basis of society. 

Secretary Lansing urged strongly 
the establishment of an iIinterna- 
tional court as modeled by The 
Hlague convention, and founded in 
the principle of strict legal Justice, 
for the settlement of disputes be- 
tween states, and the codification of 
international law into an exact sys- 
tem. He paid tribute to The Hague 
convention in 1907, whose work, al- 
though imperfect and hampered by 
“the evil purposes which the powers 
of central Europe had so long se- 
cretly cherished,” he_ said, still 
stands as an instrument for the 
maintenance of the law of nations. 

Without an international court 
and codified laws, Secretary Lan- 
sing predicted a return to diplomatic 
anarchy, “since nations today are 
influenced more by selfishness than 
by an altruistic sentiment of jus- 
tice.” He wave warning that “we 
should not deceive ourselves by as- 
suming that the policies of other 
sovernments are founded on unself- 
ishness or on a constant purpose tu 
be just, even though the _  conse- 
quences be contrary to their imme- 
diate interests,”

HIGHWAY STAFF 


Post of Chief Field En- 
gineer Offered to D. C. 
‘Milner, Who Wired That 
He Will Give His De- 
cision on Saturday. 


Following the action of the new 
State highway commission Thursday 
in electing W. R. Neel state high- 
way engineer, a position which 
makes him at the same time execu- 
tive officer of the commission, Mr. 
Neel took up immediately the busi- 
ness of organizing his staff. 

The place of chief field engineer 
has been offered to D. C. Milner, 
now connected with the interstate 
commerce commission in Washing- 
ton. A telegram from him Friday 
stated that he would give his de- 
cision on the acceptance of the 
Georgia position Saturday. 

J. Houston Johnston, formerly 
consulting engineer for the Western 
and Atlantic commission, will be as- 
sistant state highway engineer. For 
the rest of the positions the present 
staff will be retained, including a 
chief draughtsman, three assistant 
engineers and two computers. 

In addition to these four field en- 
gineers have been engaged and wiil 
begin next week a survey with a 
view to establishing the state sys- 
tem of roads as outlined in the new 
law relating to highways. 

Federal Aid Work. 

At the same time Mr. Neel will 
take steps looking toward getting 
under actual construction the $10,- 
000,000 worth of federal aid work in 
the state which has already been 
authorized. 

There are 138 projects, which in- 
clude 130 miles of paving, about 9906 
miles of grading and surfacing, be- 
sides a great many large concrete 
bridges over rivers, costing as much 
as $290,000. 

Two of these big bridges are al- 
ready in course of construction, Mr. 
Neecls says, one at Montezuma, in 
Macon county, the other between 
Alamo and Mount Vernon. Federal 
aid is being received in both these 
undertakings. 

There is large bridges to be built 
near Albany, on the Dixie highway, 
one at Hawkinsville and another at 
Dublin, all gigantic projects. 

Under the direction of the state 
highway department there are now 
being constructed a concrete high- 
way in Chatham county, one in Bibb 
county and another in Spalding, 
both the latter on the Dixie high- 
way. These are being built under 
government approval and with the 
help of federal funds, 

The program of the highway com- 
mission was outlined by the chair- 
man, Dr. C. M. Strahan, at the com- 
mission’s initial meeting. He made 
a complete statement, which was 
approved by the other members. 

Dr. Strahan’s Statement, 

It is given below: 

“IT do not need to impress upon 
you, gentlemen, the fact that a dif- 
ffcult and yet inspiring task de- 
volves upon us under the appoint- 
ment with which the governor has 
honored the members of this com- 
mission and under the broad provi- 
sions of the highway lewislation en- 
acted by the general assembly at 
its session just closed and under the 
harbingers of future action implied 
by the constitutional amendments 
now pending in the house of repre- 
sentatives after passage by the sen- 
ate. 

“The state highway laws of few 
states, as far as 1 am aware, repose 
more confidence in their highway 
boards or commissions in matters 
where flexibility and wise discretion 
are necessary for a _ business-like 
management, or more clearly define 
the scope of the proposed road pro- 
gram in matters where legal limita- 
tion makes for definiteness of aim 
and effective concentration of effort. 
The spirit of the whole measure un- 
der which we are acting is most 
clearly revealed in the wording of 
article 5, section 3, which says ‘it 
shall be the duty of the state high- 
Way commission to institute and 
carry out efficient and equitable 
plans for maintenance, for improve- 
ment and for construction or aura- 
ble pavement on the designated state 
aid roads whereby the entire sys- 
tem shall as rapidly as possible 
with the funds made available be 
prepared for and receive such 
of pavement known to be durable 
under heavy traffic as the state 
highway commission shall specify. 
This is supplemented by other 
strong county seats and market 
points of the state. I shall not at- 
tempt to analyze the law, as copies 
are in your hands. Moreover, the 
commission is provided with the 
able counsel to whom we may look 
for such analysis and for legal guid- 
ance and assistance in the duties 
arising under its provisions. 

Factors Of Road Building. 

“It is, however, well for us to 
consider that all road building pro- 
grams are limited by the following 
facis:

The tkird and fourth 
limitations are the ones from 
which most constraint is.to be an- 
ticipated under present labor con- 
ditions following the war. Our best 
efforts will be neeaed in both 
planning and execution to wisely 
handle the situation; and we must 
invoke the indulgence and syinpa- 
thetic understanding of the public 
if the progress we earnestly seek 
to make does rot fully measure up 
to their eagerness for finished re- 
sults, even within the limits of the 
funds available. 
Four Lines of Activity. 


“Your attention should be called 
to the four lines of activity, presert 
and prospective, with which the 
commission apparently must deal. 

“The first of these results from 
the federal ald act of July 11, 1916, 
and the immediate succession of the 
new commission to the duties and 
obligations of our predecessors in 
office in administering federal 
funds. The valuable heritage from 
the old commission embraces plans 
and procedures whereby approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 of federal money 
has been allotted to many road and 
bridge projects in eighty-six coun- 
ties which are obligated to expend 
an equal aggregate sum. 

“The strenuous war period un- 
avoidably retarded activity in Geor- 
gia as in all other states; and the 
great majorityof these projects be- 
ing now ready for letting will need 
the active attention of the engineer- 
ing staff and the commission in su- 
pervision of such lettings and early 
construction. 

“The second line of activity re- 
lates to the selection of the system 
of state aid roads to be designated 
under the recent state law. The 
duty of securing this data upon 
which to carry out this designation 
seems an immediate and primary 
one under the law. 

Government Equipment. 

“The third line of activity relates 
to the reception, erectinfi, repair and 
distribution of a large number of 
motor trucks and other promised 
material turned over to Georyia as 
excess equipment from the war de- 
partment by the secretary of agri- 
culture through the office of public 
roads. A defect in the law authoriz- 
ing this allotment has been discov- 
ered, suspension of delivery has 
been ordered, and action by congress 
within the next ten days seems nec- 
essary to correct the defect and save 
to this state her prospective quota, 
estimated at about $3,000,000, of val- 
uable road building equipment, 
tools, dynamite, ete. Under the ur- 
gency I have wired our Georgia 
senators and some of the members 
of congress asking immediate in- 
tervention and remedial action if 
possible. 

“Tne fourth line of activity re- 
lates to provision under the law for 
certain engineering assistance in 
county road matters distinct from 
the state aid roads, as embodied in 
Article VI., section 2. 

“Preparatory to all of these activ- 
ities is the selection of a state high- 
way engineer and the designation of 
the staff needed at this time in the 
judgment of the commission to car- 
ry out its orders and policies.” 


$125,000 Bond Issue 
For Roads and Schools 
Proposed for Baldwin 


Milledgeville, Ga., September 5.— 
(Special.)—A mass meeting of the 
citizens of Baldwin county held at 
the courthouse last Saturday for the 
purpose of obtaining the views of 
the people relative to a bond issue 
for road and school purposes, voted 
a request for road and schol bond 
elections. 

The meeting was called to order 
by G. C. McKinley, chairman of the 
board of commissfoners of the coun- 
ty, who explained the object of the 
meeting. Professc® Kyle T. Alfriend 
was elected chaijman and Judge E. 
R. Hines secretaty. Professor 
friend explained {fe laws that were 
enacted at the litte session of the 
general assembly .on roads and 
schools, and the meeting was thrown 
open for the discussion of the elec- 
tions, 

All who spoke seemed to realize 
the importance of good roads and 
good schools, and those opposed to 
the bond issue gave as their reasons 
that they thought the time was in- 
opportune, The division was very 
close, but finally by a small mar- 
gin a resolution was passed request- 
ing the commissioners to call a bond 
election for $100,000 for roads and 
20,000 for improvements for schools.

Why is a world’s serics? Unless 
we confess that such a series is for 
revenue only, unless it is regardea 
as a reward for diligent effort on 
the part of the players, why should 
such a series be played? 

The title of the series is rather 
a joke. Every one in baseball knows 
that the two teams that contest for 
the title of ‘‘champion” each fall are 
not, in the majority of cases, the 
best teams. Almost every one knows 
that the object is money, not sport 
or a reward. We know that in- 
stead of trying to reward players 
for diligent effort, the chief object 
is to diminish the share of the re- 
ceipts given to the players. 


We know also that the series has 


been the most productive of scandal 
and dissatisfaction, and we know 
that the two teams that will play 
for the empty title this fall will go 
into the series dissatisfied and with 
the belief that they are getting the 
worst of it and that the owners and 
the national commission are the real 
profiteers. 


In spite of the sickening scandal,

of last autumn the officials 
game seem to have paid no 
attention to safeguarding the 
this year than last. In fact, the re- 
turn of prosperity this year has ap- 
peared to turn ‘their heads, and it 
is evident that they think they can 
get away with almost anything and 
that the public will stand for it.

Perhaps it is useless work trying 
to convince the owners that they 
are treading upon delicate ground. 
Also it is certain that it is a thank- 
less task trying to defend the fans. 
The real fan does not appear to care 
for anything excepting for the vic- 
tory of his own team. 

Yet if the club owners of the 
American and National leagues would 
circulate a bit among the patrons, 
the real sportsmen, and not the 
wild-eyed fans, and ask a few ques- 
tions or listen to the comment, they 
may start reforming themselves and 


théir business faster than they ever | 
thought of doing, even in the dark | 


davs when they were losing money. 

The greatest thing that ever hap- 
pened to save the reputation of the 
game happened when the Cincinnati 
Reds slipped through to the cham- 
pionship of the National league. If 
either New York or the Chicago 
Cubs had won this pennant base- 
ball in the central west at least 
would have been deader than it was 
when the major leagues attempted 
to prove their business bigger than 
the government or the war. 

The idea has grown among the 
mass of patrons that attempts are 
made by club owners and officials 
to compel certain teams to win. 
They charge that New York and 
Chicago, especially, towns in which 
the big money is secured, are per- 
mitted to buy championships by pur- 
chasing players as they are necded. 
The idea is based upon the Gonza- 
lez, Snyder, Douglass, Nehf, Robert- 
son, Mays and a dozen other deals 
made in mid-season and later. They 
argue that the small clubs that are 
weak financially have no chance to 
win excepting through breaks of 
the luck. 


Scornful Letters Received. 


In the last month my mail 
been packed with angry, indignant 
and scornful letters, all of the same 
tone, charging that the writers are 
in cahoots with the major leagues 
and refuse to expose the dickering 
for championships. 

If the Giants had happened to win 
after purchasing players from all 
directions, the sport would have suf- 
fered a more severe setback than 
the war gave it. 1 don’t care much 
happens to the business of 
baseball, but when the sport itself 
is hurt that is another matter. 


The extent to which distrust and 
suspicion have entered into major 
league baseball ought to be a warn- 
ing to the owners. In Cincinnati 
whenever the New York Giants win 
a game by coming from behind there 
is a wild howl that the other team 
is not trying. Charges that the um- 
pires are favoring certain teams are 
cried frequently and loudly. The 
same velp has gone up from New 
York that teams have not tried hard 
to bert the Reds. 

When such a condition of sus- 
picion and distrust exists among 
writers, fans and even is hinted at 
by plavers, there is reason to be- 
heve that the ice ahead is pretty 
thin. 

The fans can be reassured on one 
score—which is all that saves the 
sport. That is, that the players try 
hard to win, no matter what team 
they are on. This, to me, is the most 
remarkable feature of the profes- 
sional sport. I never have known 
but one player who did not care 
whether his team won or lost. Usu- 
ally, the older they get and the long- 
er they play, the harder losers they 
become, 

I never have known of but one 
dishonest series of wames being 
played and that is a yarn in itself. 
It was back in Temple cup days and 
while Boston and Baltimore were 
plavirg for the Temple cup, Indian- 
apolis and Minneapolis arranged a 
series for their own championship 
afier the season” ended. It was 
agreed that each team was to win 
four games and that the final and 
deciding game should be played on 
the square. In fact many of the 
players justified the “fixing” of the 
series om the grounds that it was 
honest as the last game was being 
played honestly. Indianapolis was to 
win the first two games, Minneapo- 
lis the next two. The plavers all 
agreed to the scheme. The fixing 
part of it was considered simple. It 
was agreed that the pitcher should 
signal the batter what he intended 
to pitch and the players considered 
that sufficient to decide the zame— 
but it was not, 


Game Was Farce. 


The opening game was a farce. 
Ivery Indianapolis batter knew 
what ball was to be pitched, but 
they gave a frightful exhibition of 
hitting. They couldn't hit anvthing. 
Motz, the big first baseman, haa 
béen dropped out of the National 
jeague because he could not hit any- 
thing but a fast ball rather high, 
and was a sucker on curves. He 
could hit a fast high ball a mile. 
Yet in that game, knowing what 
was to be pitched, he struck out 
again and again, swinging at 
straight balls thrown just where he 
liked to hit them. The Minnies kept 
their agreement and lost the game, 
but the shortstop had to throw the 
ball away to lose it. 

The second game was even worse. 
The public by that time was raging 
and charging that something was 
wrong. The players called a mect- 
ing and decided that the remainder 
of the games’ should be played 
honestly—and Minneapolis won the 
next four. 

Dick Highams, the famous old 
timer, used to tell 9 yarn of the 
days when the major leagues were 
erooked and befare Hulbert clean- 
ed up the sport by expelling players 
and chasing crooled gamblers off 
the lots. The gamblers were par- 
ticularly. anxious to make a clean- 
up on one game and promised the 
players a Jarge sum to throw that 
came, *Thev held a conference and 
agreed to the plan, but thev were 
afraid to invite Joe Start, who was 
famous for his honesty, to ioin in 
the plot by which the public was 
to be cleaned up. 

As usual, the game resulted ina 
farce. The team that was to win 
could neither hit nor field and in the 
ninth they were only two runs 
ahead. Then they fumbled two balls 
and Start came up and hit * horns.
